occupied by the 
resent plant. 
The new' factory buildings will cost 
between $3000 and s ' 000, and will oc­ 
cupy a space of 32x8 0 iv et, two stories 
high. It was the original intention of 
Mr. Dickmann to construct the build­ 
ing of brick, but he decided that 
a 
frame building constructed 
for the 
purpose of manufacturing furniture of 
an classes was preferable, although 
the plans call for an ex penditure of 
nearly $5 00 in ex cess of what a brick 
factory would cost. 
The new building 
will hav e its 
north building line parallel with the 
Katy freight tracks, and will ex tend 
southward to the alley line which runs 
along the south side of the present 
factory buildings. 
The plans hav e been fully complet­ 
ed. the grrounds hav e been surv ey ed 
and staked off, and just so soon as the 
contractors put in their bids work 
will be commenced on the structure.
